to avoid deflation and unemploym ent, but of price Increases only where 
necessary 
Tile President warned labor last night against making too great de­ 
m ands on employers, but said Industry generally could stand some |xiy 
Increases out of profits 
To thus** employers wanting higher prices before giving workers more 
pay for shorter hours 
to m ake up for loss in wartim e earnings Mr. 
T rum an said price increases m ight be entertained in six m onths 
Industries essential to conversion could ask price increases now if 
they m ust have them to pay bettei wages to recruit necessary manpower 
In u vigorous appeal for industrial peace and prosperity. Mr T rum an

Labor leaders today hailed Presi­ 
dent T ru m an s wage-pollcy address 
as a "light of hope” for workers 
were neceMary to correct Inequities and as setting "a plain and simple
